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in this office. Some oi' tha papers relating to these con- 
tracts trnve In the oourae of business been transmitted to the 
Department and to the Seooad Aoditor of the Treasury irtiere 
they are now on file. 

Exhibit No. 1 Is a copy of the correspondence relating 
to a coBtraot between the late Hot\* B. John Bilia and the 
Old Settlor or Wegtem Oherokees. This contract, as will be 
seen front the papers submitted, is now pending oonsideration 
in the Departnefft of certain questions of law submitted in a 
report from this office of Horember 1, 1892^ 

Exhibit Ho. 2 is a oopy of the correspondence relating 
to a oontraot entered into Menreniber 4, 1889, between Messrs. 
Jmes aod Tflorheea, AttOTneys ^ thlti Olty, aad B.C. Bondinot 
late an ittomey of fort Smith, Arkansas, and the &ld Settler 
or Western Sher^ee IrtlianB. "Slds oontraot was approved. No 
fees hare Seen- jJKld tonaer It, the aui^ brot^ejit by Hsssrs. 
Jones and Voorhees not having yet been detennined, and nothing 
has been paid to the Indians on account of the claim affected 
by this flw^raet* 

Exhibit No* 8 is a eopy ef the oorresp(»ilenee relating to 
a oontraot betveen H^E* Patne and the Shlokasas liatlon of 
Indians* This oonti*ast, i^ioh was for the oaployisent of !ib-. 
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Paine to prosecute a claim against the United States Tor an 
additional allowance to the Chickasaw Nation of the 8i^ of 
$56,021.49 which was erroneously paid to one ffilliam M. Qwilnn 
out of the trust funis of the said Ohiokasaw Hation, was ap- 
proved and the olaim was allowed by Goagress and Mr. Paine 
was paid a fee of ten per oentwm on the strni claimed,whioh 
onoonted to $5»60S.l4* ^is fee vas paid April 10. 1891. 

Exhibit Ho. 4 is a copy of the oorrespondenoo relating 
to a oontraot between J<^ui MoLlau and the Go&or d'ilene In- 
dians. Siis contract was approred. It prorided for the em- 
ployment of Mr* Mtillan to urge upon Congiress the desirability 
of the ratlfieation of an a^^ement preTiotmly entered into 
with tha OoexEc d* Alene InlianB at a eompensation of one 
per eentum of the mawmi, inrolTed in the ai^eement. ftie 
agreement was ratified and Mr« Mullan waa paid on April 23, 
1891, the awR ef S6,«00, being fflse per oentum of $650,000 
which waa Involved in the agreeneat* 

Exhibit No. 6 Is a e^y of the eorrespondeiioe relating 
to a oontraot between Heesre* Sfirlaod and May and the Old 
Settler si' teateiwi Gheroltee** Bils wn-^-aat, which was for 
the employmeiit of Uie gentlemen named to assist In the prose- 
eiztioR of the olaim of the Old Settler or Western Caier(^ees 
before the Sapreme Court of the Shited States, was approved. 
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This olaim has not been finally determinad and nothing has 
teen allonred to the Indiana, so no fee has been paid there- 
lander. 

Exhibit No. 6 is a copy of the oorreBpondence relating 
to a contract between the Qtwpaw Indians and W.W. Martin. 
5Jii« oontraet was for the awployment of Mr. Martin to prose- 
Girt.e certain claims of the Swapaw Indians against the United 
States-. @ne of the alalma aoUioriaed bo be proseaated vas 
prosecuted to a successful determlnatlwi and Uie 9vaa oE 
$39,OT6*8l was appropriated March 3. 1891, to pay the sontQ. 
The contract was apprcyred for a fee of seTen per oent but no 
fee vaa paid thereunder by this office, but the Treagurer of 
the Qttapaw tribe advised this offioe that he had,uoder the 
dlreotion of the trl^e, paid to-. Martin |2,770.27. being 
seven per oent of the amotint secured to the Iniiatw. 

Exhibit Ho. 7 is a oopy of ^g oorresponienoe relating 
to contracts between Messrs. Jones aai Toorhees and the Kaw 
Indians • One of these oontraots antioipated t^e a^loyment 
of Messrs* Jones and Voorhees to reMsr professional services 
in connection with the claim of the Kaw Indlffltt with relation 
to the diminution of Its trust foods In the hands of the 
felted States ajri for Interest on the i*ole amouot to itoleh 
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said IMians ware entitled. This eontraot was approved and 
the SIM of $29,379.90 was secured by the attorneys tor the 
Indians and on July 7, 1891, they i»re paid t2.9S7.99, the 
fee provided tor In the contract, ten per oentnm of the 
amomt reeovered. Another of these contracts i>as for the 
prosecution of a claim against the Bsage Satiim tor anoh an 
as ml^t be found justly due to the Ka«s on aooount of the 
children of that nation attetding the schools of said Kaire and 
for the professional serrloos of the Phjslolan at the Ka» 
Agency, and also to rsooiror any and all suns of money paid on 
scrip known as Kaw scrip Improperly Isaaod. ais contract 
was also approved, but no fee has been paid Uiarenirier. Bia 
oUier oontniot which antlolpBtsd the proteumion of a claim 
against the Bnlted States for money alleged to hava been im- 
properly dedooted as the exponso attending the sale of lards 
belonging to the K*w IndJans disposed of under treaty has not 
been approved. 

athiblt Ho. 8 is a oopy of the oorrajpoidenoa relating 
to a contract between Charles Jom-neyoako, Ohist of the 
Delaware Indiana, looatsd in the OherAae nation and the said 
Balaware Indians authorising hi. to proseoute certain claims 
against the Bnited States growing ort of treaty stipulations 
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aM money transactions between said Indians aol the said 
ffnltsd Statesi Jhis contract was approved and on March 25, 
1891, the sum of $10,906.30 iras paid Mr. Jonrnajoalte as his 
fee upon an appropriation of 172,702 reoorered for the In- 
dians. 

Exhibit No. 9 Is a copy of liie oorrespondenoe relating 
to a contract between Messrs. Jones an! Voorhees and the 
Osage nation of Indians. The purpose for sSiioh this contract 
was made was to oolleot from the United States any and all 
snms of iBonay which have been improperly dedwsted as expenses 
attendli^ Wie sale of lands belot^lng to said nation dis- 
posed of under treaty stipulations. Ihis oontraat was not 
approred and no fee wss tJiereforo paid xxatr it.

was not approTSd and no serYioos being rendered no fee was 
paid theretoider. 

Exhibit Bo. 19 Is a oopy ot the oorrespondenoe relating 
to the renewal «t a oontraot between J.H. Eafcry and the 
Weatam WaBil tribe ot Indians In the Indian fcrrltsry. Mr. 
fcibry had been rendering senioes tor these Indians in oon- 
neotion with the prMeoutlon of a olalii against the United 
States m the eoart of Claim nMer a fonter oontraot and the 
wnowal *•• approred. Bnlor this he reoorered the am ot 
t42,678.24 tor the Inilans and on March 27, 1891, he was paid 
a fee of $8,685.62, being twenty per cent of the amotait re- 
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eoveTed for the Indians.

Blis oootraot was approirad and subsequently 
assigned to Mr. Bartln. The fao allowed was ».««) per annum 
anl less hare been paid therouirier as follows: To B.W. Perkins 
for servlees to Jammry . 1892, paid April U, 1892. $260; 
to W.W. Martin for services to April 1, 1892, paid May 17. 
1892, t7C®*t ^^ •^™ ^°^ serrlees to July 1, 1892, paid 
August 2, 1892, $750j to sane tor aenrloos to October 1, 1892, 
paid October 11, 1892, tVSO, In all to October 1, 1892, 
$2,500. 
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Hie Bontract between Btr. Paine and the Ghickaaaw Nation 
was also approved. It was for the employment of Mr. Paine for 
a period of two years as attorney for the Chioka«aw Nation 
at a compensation of $2,500 per anntmi. Hie fae wider this 
contract if paid at all has heen paid by the Chickasaw Nation. 

Exhibit Bo. 30 is a copy of the correspondence relating 
to a contract between the Prairie band of Pottawatomie In- 
diana and W.H. Smith. This contract stipulated for the em- 
ployment of Mr. Smith to defend the suit broagfit by the 
Oitizen band of Pottawatcmie Iriilans against tiia Prairie 
band in the Coort of Olaims. The contract waa approved, bat 
the services provided for in said contract have not as yet 
been rendered and no fee has been paid. 

Exhibit No. 81 is a oopy of the eorrespf^ence relating 
to contracts b€i«»9en the Citizen band of Pottawatomie Indians 
and J.B, fllardy and H.C, Ldan* !Ihe contract between the 
Indians a«i Olardy which provided for his employment to In- 
Btitate unit in the Coart of Glalans against the Iftilted States 
a»i tiie Prairie Band of Pottawatomie Icdlans was submitted 
to this office In Aogaat, 1891, for approval* Eiis contract 
wss sabaocjnently approved and after Its approval Mr. Linn 
filed a contract stipulating for the saae aervioes and the 
revocation by the Indians of Mr. Clardy's power. Mr. Linn's

Bxhlbit No. 43 is a copy of the oorreepondcnoe relating 

to a oontraot between J.M. Bryan and San C. Bunham. Ihls 

contract was not approved for reasons set out In the oorres- 

pondenee. 

Bxhlbit So. 44 is a copy of the correspondence relating 
to a contract between the Cherokee Kation and W.A. Phillips 
stipulating for the employment of Br. Phillips to render pro- 
fesslonal serrlces In connection with certain claims of the 
Cherokee Nation. 5h« contract was not approved. 

Exhibit No. 46 is a copy of the oorreapondenoe relating 
to a oontraot between the Mississippi baM of Chippewa In- 
dians aM Mley and Mlohener. ftls contract was not approved 
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ani it was returned to Messrs. Drailey and Mlchener, no copy 
being retained in this office. 

Exhibit So. 46 is a copy of the correspondence relating 
to a contract between the Tortle Mountain Band of ChippeKra 
Ireiians and J.B. Bottineau. This contract was returned to 
Hr. Bottineau without approval, no oopy being retained in 
this office. 

Exhibit Ho. 47 is a copy of the correspondence relating 
to the assignment of part of the contract between the Shawnee 
Indians and Denver and Brownell. Tim correspondence In this 
matter will show the present status of the question. 

Exhibit No. 48 is a copy of the correspondence relating 
to a contract between ff.W. Martin and the Western Miami 
tribe of Indians* This contract Is now pending consideration 
in this office. 

Exhibit No. 49 is a copy of the correspondence relative 
to a contract between Archibald Young and the Naalem band of 
Tillamook tribe of Indians. This contract is pending con- 
sideration In the Department on a question of law submitted 
in office report of Hovember l4, 1892. 

Exhibit No. 60 is a copy of the oorreepondenoe relative 
to a contract between ?.T, Ledergerber and the Menomonee 
tribe of Indians. In the arrangement of the exhibits to this 
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report aoom-dlng to their respective iates tMs oorrespondenoe 
should have been among the first, but when the arrangement 
was made, It was temporarily misplaced, and Is therefore In- 
serted here In order to ovoid the delay a re-arrangement of 
the exhibits, and of this report, would entail. Other cor- 
respondence relative to this contract Is on file in the 
Department, where it was transmitted with my report of 
February 17, 1890. 

gxhlblt So. 51 is a copy of the oorrespondenoe relative 
to the eontraots between Gen J.B. Sanborn, and certain 
Slsseton and Wahpeton Sioux, and to the matter of Idr. Sanborn's 
claim thereunder for ten per centum of a payment recently 
made to those Indians, per capita. This eorrespondonoe does 
not come within the cell of the Senate, but it is transmitted, 
herewith, in order that the position of the Department with 
respect to the matter might be shown. 

Exhibit No. 52 consists of extracts from ray annual 
reports of 1890, and 1892 and a copy of a special report 
relative to the general question of Iniian contracts with 
attorneys, and to the question of consenting to the employment 
by the Indians, of special counsel to defend depredation 
claims against them. 

In reply to the inquiry of the Senate as to -whether any 
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portion o±' any moneys due to Indiana have been withheld for 
the pm^jose of paying any snoh compensation, and if so siiethei* 
for such moneys withheld the Indians have been required to 
give reoeipt in full', I have the honor to say that all fees 
paid by this office to attorneys under contracts with Indians 
are deduoted from the funds of the Indians applioeflDle to the 
payment of such fees and as shown above deductions have been 
made in the cases of contracts between Uie Western Miarais and 
James Bmbry, the Absentee Shawneea and George S. Chase, the 
Chickasaw Nation and Halbert E. Paine, the Delawares in the 
Cherokee Nation and Charles Journeyoake, the Kaw Indians and 
Jones and Voorhees, the Citizen band of Pottawatomlea and 
Anthony ?, Navarre, J.fl. MoGowan and fleorge S. Chase, and the 
Prairie band of Pottawatomiss and Anthony F. Havarre, the 
Cheyennes ajid Arapahoes and Semuel J. Crawford and others, 
the Goeta* d'Ale-oe Indians and John lftd.lan, the Spokane tribe 
of Irslians and John Mullan, and ihe Cherokee Nation arri W.A. 
Phillips. 

It is always the rule to require the Indian receiving 
money from the United States to reoeipt for exactly the 
amoant Uiat he is paid. Where a per capita payment is to be 
made out of any fuMa chargeable with the payment of a fee, 
the fee is first deducted and the per capita paytaent' i3 
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baaed upon the remainder. 

With reference to the inquiry of the Senate as to 'whethep! 

such moneys have been withheld under due authority of law" 

I have the honor to invite attention to the provisions of 

sections 21Q3 and 2104 of the Revised Statutes. Section 2103 

prescribes the formalities necessary to be observed in all 

contracts between Iniians and attorneys in order to give the 

oontraot validity and the Secretary of the Interior and the 

Commissioner of Indian Affairs are given authority to approve 

such contracts. 

Section 2104 prescribes the manner in which the fees 

accruing under contracts between Indians and attorneys shall 

be paid. It is as follows; 

•No money shall bt paid to any agent or attorney by an 
otflcer of the United States under any such contract or agree- 
ment, other than the fees due him lor servioes rendered there- 
under) but the mopeys dsie ths tribe, Iraii^n, or Indians, as 



Its own officors or agents, to the party sr parties entitled 
theretoj and no money or thing shall be paid to any person 
for serviees onier such contract or agreement, until such 
person shall have first filed with the Gommissioner of Indian 
iffalrs a sworn statement, showing each particular act of 
sarvioe oiKier the contrast, giving date and fact in detail, 
and the Secretary of the Interior and CoBmissionei:' of Indian 
Affairs shall determine therefrom irfiether, in their judanent, 
8«ch contract or agreement has been complied with or fulfilled; 
if 80, the same may be paid, and, if not, it shall be paid 
in proportion to the servioes rendered under the contract'. 

This section seems to me to be ample authority of law

under section 2103.
